Deneen has been involved 
in the fight which the United Societies are 
making to secure an indorsement of their 
policies by the republican state convention 
Sept. 9. 

A platform declaration ‘s their favor is 

wanted as a preliminary aid for John E. W. 
Wayman, republican candidate for state's 
attorney, the societies fearing that an inde- 
pendent republican candidate may be brought 
out against him. 
Furthermore it is wanted as preliminary to 
efforts which will be made in the legislature 
to secure the passage of an act submitting 
the Sunday closing law to a vote of the 
people and to prevent the incorporation of 
a county provision in the local option law.

Indorsement on Wrong Basis. 

Mr. Deneen, while admitting that he had 
talked with Mr. Michaelis andanother mem- 
ber of the United Societies, said the in- 
dorsement was not merited by any worde 
of his. 

The talk which produced the complimen- 
tary article was concerned partly with a 
discussion of a request from the United 
Societies that a persorm] liberty, plank be 
incorporated in the republican state plat- 
form. Probable local option and personal 
liberty legislation which might be attempted 
in the forty-sixth general assembly was 
mentioned also. 

With reference to the adoption of a per: 
sonal liberty plank the governor told his 
callers that nothing would be done u til both 
sides of the question had been heard and 
that when the party managers and the dele- 
gates had considered the issue they would 
speak for the party. He said no one man, 
whether in office or not, could decide the 
matter, 


As Construed by Mr. Michaelis. 

After the talk the Staats Zeitung published 
an article of which the following is a trans- 
lation: 

“In a conversation between Gov. Deneen 
and the publisher of this paper the executive 
was asked the direct question: 

Do you favor the election of a man as 
speaker of the house whose views are con- 
trary to those of the Hberal minded people 
of the state as expressed in our paper?’ 

Gov. Deneen must be given the credit of 
answering this question without any hesita- 
tion with an emphatic ‘ No.’ 

“ During the conversation the governor re- 
ferred to his actions while state’s attorney 
which prove: 

„ First—That his views were identical with 
those of our liberal minded citizens. 
**Second—That he was not in favor of 
sumptuary legislation. 

Third— That ever municipality, according 

to his view, should govern its internal affairs 
according to the wishes and customs of its 
inhabitants. 
To these views the governor still holds to- 
day. Mr. Deneen expressed his surprise that 
rumors to the contrary should be in circula- 
tion. The policies which governed him in the 
past will continue to govern himinthe future. 
“This manly open statement, the publi- 
cation of which is expressly authorized, will 
make many new friends for the governor and 
unquestionably wilh insure his reélection.’’ 


Repudiated by the Governor. 
Gov. Deneen denied not only that he had 
authorised any statement but also that he 
had given any excuse for the deductions re- 
garding sumptuary legislation and local self- 
government. He said that in the talk he had 
with the representatives of the paper and the 
United Societies they had been interested 
chiefly in presenting arguments for the adop- 
tion of a personal liberty plank and for the 
submission of a Sunday closing law to a 
referendum vote of the people. The possible 
elimination of the township provision from 
the local option law was presented by his 
callers as was the possible incorporation of a 
county provision in the statute. 

Mr. Michaelis in Chicago said his article 
would not have endeavored to appear as au- 
thorised unless that had been his understand- 
ing. : 
Activity by United Societies. 

The United Sogpeties, in preparation for 
another season ¢f legislative activities, are 
making efforts to secure declarations from 
both the republican and democratic state 
conventions favoring their cause. The local 
option advocates, who also expect a hard 
legislative year, are said to be content that 
the platform ignore the liquor issue and will 
consider that they have won if no indorse- 
ment be given the United Societies. 

Both party platforms adopted in the state 
conventions in the spring carried personal 
liberty planks. Dowrstate republicans are 
opposed to a repetition of such a resolution 
in the platform to be adopted for the fall 
electtion.

Smoke Fills Streets and Explo- 
sion Shakes Mercy Hospital. 


GIRLS IN RESOUERS’ ROLE. 


Enter Flat Next to Burning Storage 
Plant and Save Children. 


— 


Fire last night swept through the five story 
building of the W. C. Griswold Storage and 
Transfer company, 2620-2622 South Park ave- 
nue, causing a brief scare in the Mercy hos- 
pital. a block distant, and filling the streets 
of the neighborhood with heavy smoke that 
for hours hung over the fighting firemen. 
The loss is estimated at abbut $75,000. 
While the fire was at its height scores of 
men employed in the plant of the F. E. Coyne 
Baking company, 2616-2618 South Park ave- 
nue, fled from their places and sought safety 
in the streets. | 
Occupants of the flat buildings immediately 
to the north of the burning structure were 
driven from their homes, two little children 
being rescued by Anna L. Kelly and Barbara 
Keff of 2618 South Park avenue. 
The young women were seen leaving the 
stairway, each carrying a child, and were 
cheered loudly by the crowds that thronged 
the sidewalk. The rescued children are Ed- 
ward Morawez, 8 years old, and his sister, 
Helen, 3 years old. 


Mother’s Cries Attract Girls. 

The children were asleep at the time and 
had been left for a minute by their mother, 
who ran to the F. E. Coyne baking establish- 
ment. where her husband is employed. When 
she again returned to the entrance of her 
home the stairway was filled with smoke. 
and her cries for assistance brought the two 
young women to the scene. Without waiting 
to consider the canger, thé two started up 
the smoke filled nallway, emerging a few 
minutes later with the children. . 

Others who were forced to leave their 
homes were E. J. Seibert, H. A. Haines, 
Hartung, George Oberand, James Keff, and 
Richard Morawez. 


Knocked Down by Explosion. 

The fire was discovered shortly before 7 
o'clock and when Capt. Owen White of engine 
company No, 9 arrived dense volumes of 
smoke were issuing from the upper windows. 
Leading a number of men into the building 
the firemen were entrapped in the dense 
smoke and were thrown to the floor by an 
explosion that was heard for blocks, being 
rescued by men in charge of Marshal 1. 
O'Connor. 

It was not until after 10 o’clock that the 
flaines got beyond control of the fighting fire- 
men for a time and leaped high into the air. 
dispelling the heavy pall of smoke that untti 
then had filled the streets. With a crash that 
echoed through the corridors of the Mercy 
hospital, causing some untasiness among 
the many patients, the floors of the buiid- 
ing collapsed. : 
Windows in the hospital were closed and 
nurses were ordered to visit the rooms, as- 
suring the @atients that there was no danger. 
Scores of occupants of the Beveridge apart- 
ment building, Calumet avenue and Twenty- 
sixth street, fearing that the flames would 
spread, hurried to the street. 


Crowd Watches Flag Burn. 

For four hours @ huge American flag at the 
top of a pole tossed and ewayed in the wind, 
being hidden by the smoke, but when the 
flames broke out a cheer went up from the 
crowd as it slowly burned. Capt. White as. 
gerted that had the flag been seen earlier in 
the fight an attempt would have been made 
to save it. 

“J don’t know how the fire started,” said

THIRTY-TWO ARTILLERYMEN 
ASSAULT GIRL IN WYOMING. 


Soldiers Beat Young Woman's Escort 
Senseless and Leave Her Half Dead 
—26 Suspects Chained Together. 


Laramie, Wyo., Aug. 21.—While every ef- 
fort has been made by the authorities at 
Camp Emmett Crawford, the military ma- 
neuver ground, to keep the fact secret, it ts 
known that thirty-two members of an artil- 
lery battery assaulted a young woman last 
Sunday.

New Bedford, Mass., Aug. 21.—[Special,}— 
After spending three days at the bedside of 
10 year old Gilman de Mello, who had been 
run down and fatally infured by his auto, 
in which he was riding at the time, John D. 
Archbold Jr., son of the Standard Ou man, 
refuses to pay the undertaker’s bill Incurred 
at his order, says Joseph 8. Williams, who 
prepared the body for burial. 

Williams hae retained lawyers to arrange a 
settlement. The bill for the burial amounts 
to $228. Of this $58 is for a burial lot, and it is 
that item to which Mr. Archbold particularily 
objects. He ts willing to pay the rest under 
one condition, his lawyers say, but he will not 
pay for the cemetery lot. 


Wants Release from Liability. 


child sign an agreement releasing him from 
all liability for the death of the girl. Tha 
parents at the time of his refusal had not 
even considered suing him for damages.

Cummings took steps today toward bring- 
ing a $10,000 damage suit against Archbold, 
and it will be filed'as soon as the latter can 
be located and the papers served on him. 

Gilmina died July 27 in St. Luke’s hospital. 
The accident happened the Thursday before, 
when Archbold and his wife were hurrying 
to get to New York. The girl was playing in 
the road when the machine crashed into her. 


Hires Special Nurses for Girl. 

Archbold put her in the machine and hur- 
ried her to the hospital, got the best room for 
her, hired special nurses, and spent the next 
three days almost constantly at her bedside, 
ordering the doctors to do everything they 
could to gave her. He was with her when she 
died, and the physicians say he gave orders 
that she be buried at his expense.

CAREFUL TALK IS REQUIRED. 


Gov. Johnson Drops In at National 
Headquarters of His Party. 


There was a gathering of democrats 
at national headquarters yesterday prepara- 
tory to the coming of William Jennings 
Bryan this morning. There were Vice Presi- 
dential Candidate Kern and Senator Culber- 
son of Texas, who is chairman of the ad- 
visory committee, and a number of lesser 
Mghts. And Gov. Johnson of Minnesota 
dropped in unheralded and was received en- 
thusiastically. 

Two things are expected to get the major 
attention of Mr. Bryan and his advisers to- 
day. One, of course, is the money question. 
How to raise cash for the campaign is a seri- 
ous matter these days at both party head- 
quarters. The other is the mapping out of 
the campaign in the east. It was for this 
that Senator Culberson, as head of the ad- 
visory committee, was summoned by Chair- 
man Mack to come to Chicago. 

The course of action to be followed in the 
west, middle west, and south is fairly well 
mapped out in the minds of the democratic 
managers, but what should be done in New 
England and New York—especially New York 
ie as yet an unsolved problem. 


Difficult Task for ie 

It is a difficult situation to deal with. It is 
recognized that Mr. Bryan's pet idea of guar- 
anteed bank deposits is all right in Oklahoma, 
but would hardly doin Boston and New York, 
and his tariff ideag, while not particularly 
objectionable in sachusetts, might meet, 
with opposition in New York and New Jersey. 
The suggestion made at headquarters which 
received the most encouragement was that 
Mr. Bryan make some speeches in the east 
devoted largely to general principles, such as 
“Let the people rule” and similar utter- 
ances, to which nobody can object. and be 
strong on the statement that capital, hon- 
estly invested, will be just as safe with him as 
president as with Mr. Taft. 

Gov. Johnson's arrival was not looked for. 
He was on his way through Chicago and 
dropped in. Chairman Mack received him 
like a man and a brother and welcomed him 
8 our eity.“ The chairman regards the 
renomination of the governor in Minnesota 
as a distinct help in the western campaign. 


Statement by Gov. Johnson. 

Mr. Johnson himself gave out this state- 
ment: j 

“My nomination for governor by the demo- 
cratic state convention was against my ex- 
pressed wish, but under the circumstances 1 
cannot refuse to yield to the will of the rep- 
resentatives of my party in convention as- 
sembled. I had hoped and fully expected the 
nomination would go to another. I am deeply 
appreciative of the honor done me and will 
make the contest for election as governor for 
another term to the best of my ability. 

“ I am off on a Chautauqua lecture tour and 
stopped over here to pay my respects to 
Chairman Maek and also to assure him of my 
hearty support of the national ticket. I had 
hoped to give a month ot mx time to the na- 
tional committee in states other than Minne- 
sota. My nomination for governor makes 
this impossible, but I expect to make a few 
speeches in Indiana, New York, and Illinois. 
or in such states as Chairman Mack may 
designate. I feel that I owe it to the Minne- 
sota democrats to give them most of- my 
time. 

Aid for Campaign Speakers. 

Senator Culberson put the finishing touches 
on the revision of the democratic handbook 
for the use of campaign speakers, which will 
be submitted to Mr. Bryan today or tomor- 
row before it is sent to the printers. The. 
authoritative authors of the work are Chair- 
man Josephus Daniels of the publicity com- 
mittee, John E. Lamb of Indiana and R. L. 
Metcalf. Congressman Lloyd of Missouri, 
chairman of the congressionel committee, 
also had a hand in the work. 

The first real money to be added to the 
Bryan campaign fund from any of the south- 
ern states arrived in Chicago in company 
with Col. Robert Ewing, editor of the New 
Orleans State.

Bryan headquarters. This sum had been 
collected, he said, in eight days.

If we can 
succeed in dissolving existing trusts, and in 
preventing the organization of new ones, 
there will be no trusts against which to use 
the remedy of which he complains. There is 
now a law against trusts, but it has not been 
sufficiently enforced to prevent trusts. The 
democrats demand its enforcement; if its en- 
forcement rids the country of trusts, then 
this policy which Mr. Taft so much fears will 
become harmless. :

ROWS AT NIEMANN INQUEST. 


Attorney Says Official Too Cow- 
ardly to Clear Woman’s Name. 


NO DECISION IS REACHED. 


Jerry Vreal Denounced by Sister in 
Courtroom at Wheaton. 


“ This investigation has looked crooked to 
me from the start, and now I am convinced 
that some official is too cowardly to clear the 
good name of a woman.“ 

These words of denunciation from Acting 
State’s Attorney Barbour of Cook county at 
the close of yesteday’s session of the inquest 
on the death of Henry Niemann, held at 
Wheaton, provoked a flerce row with State’s 
Attorney Charles W. Hadley of Du Page 
county, and may result n another contro- 
versy between Mr. Healy and the Rev. P. J. 
O’ Callaghan. 

It was the fourth session of an investiga- 
tion begun at the instigation of Father O'Cal- 
laghan in the hope of showing that Herman 
Billik, convicted of the Vsral murders, te not 


‘guilty of the crimes, and that the party who 


took the lives of these six persons were also 
responsible for the death of Niemann. 

Mrs. Emma Vzsrel Niemapn’s name has 
been mentioned in connection with the case 
by the priest and Billik’s attorney, Francis 
E. Hinckley, but friends and relatives of the 
dead man yesterday spoke of Mra. Niemann 
im the highest terms. 


Mrs. Niemann Denounces Brother. 


Mra. Niemann was not called upon to tes- 
tify. She denounced her brother, Jerry 
Vraal, who heretofore repudiated his origi- 
nal testimony, as she left the courtroom. 

“ You are an unnatural brother, and are thd 
cause of all my trouble,“ she shouted, “From 
now on I disown you and forbid you coming to 
my house.“ 

All of the witnesses either side has so far 
been able to produce have been heard, but 
the coroner’s jury, after deliberating for an 
hour and a half, announced that “ the jury 
adjourned to meet at the call of the coroner.” 

Barbour end Attorney Benson Landon, 
specially retained by Mre. Niemann, who 
stand together in their charges of “ crooked- 
nes, both declared that such an adjourn- 
ment, without naming a specific day when 
again to meet, ended the whole matter so far 
as the present jury is concerned, and that if 
the investigation is to be renewed Niemann’s 
body will have to be exhumed again, another 

portem examination will have to be held, 
and all the witnesses must again be heard. 


“Cowardly Trick,” Says Landon. 

“It's a cowardly trick,“ said Landon, for 
it leaves the implied charges against Mrs. 
Niemann in the air. They know they have 
nothing against her, and it was their duty 
to bring the case to a conclusion.“ Mr. Bar- 
bour spoke in a similar strain. 

The inference has been made that one 
Anna Stuck, housekeeper at the Niemann 
farm previous to the time when the present 
Mrs. Emma Vrsal Niemann assumed those 
duties, has been missing since she gave way 
to Mrs. Niemann and that Anna Stuck's body 
was probably in an old abandoned well on the 
farm. Witnesses were asked about the Stuck 
woman. Mr. Barbour regarded the exami- 
nation Hghtly and precipitated a row early in 
the hearing by openly remarking: 

„This is a-farce.” 

“You are trying to make it a farce,” re- 
plied Hadley heatedly, and the coroner’s in- 
terféretice prevented further trouble. 

Barbour olaima that instead of being mur- 
dered at the bottom of the well the Stuck 
woman is now a Chicago housewife, and that 
he can produce her when necessary. Barbour

There is every indication that every im- 
portant street car liné in Chicago will be 
equipped with the modern “ pay-as-you- 
enter cars before the snow files. Things of 

important nature happened in the offices 

the street car companies yesterday, and 
this fact was uppermost after the city’s 
traction expert had completed an investiga- 
tion. 

In the first place, the Chicago City railway 
received another consignment of the new 
type of cars which have been worked over 
from the old double truck variety in the 
company’s shops. 

Forty of thesé cars will be put into service 
on the Sixty-third street line this morning. 
This will be the first crosstown line to be 
equipped with the “ pay-as-you-enters.”’ 

Meanwhile Millard B. Hereley, the city’s 
traction expert, began to wonder why the 
new cars ordered some months ago by 
the Chicago Rallways company had not ma- 
terialized. He already had made repeated 
inquiries of the company, and had been told 
that the delay was due to the Pullman com- 
pany, which is constructing the cars. 

Inquiries then were directed to the car 
construction company, but with little or no 
result. 80 Mr. Hereley decided to carry 
on a personal investigation. With this plan 
in view he visited the Pullman shops during 
the day. 

Just what he discovered will not be known 
officially until Mr. Hereley makes his report 
today. It is known, however, that the com- 
pany agreed to increase the force of men 
working on the new cars, and that it agreed 
to have a few of the cars ready for service 
in the near future.

Trial Judge Misquoted. 

The attorneys for the government empha- 
gize the fact that on but a single point in- 
volved in the trial are the rulings of the trial 
‘gudge criticised by the Court of Appeals— 
that question relating to knowledge and in- 
tent. The point upon which the trial judge 
was reversed, related to his rules on evidence 
and his charge to the jury with reference to 
ignorance on the part of the Standard Oil 
company of the lawful rate as a defense. 

It was stated, in the opinion of the Court of 
Appeals, that the trial judge refused to ad- 
mit evidence to the effect that the Standard 
Oil company did not know what the legal rate 
was. 

The government contends that the records 
show that all such evidence tending to show 

ignorance on the part of the defendant was 
admitted for the consideration of the jury, 
and objection is here interposed that the 
Court of Appeals has not correctly stated 
now the judge ruled on this subject. 


Difficult to Make Mistake. 


The petition says upon this point: 

“It was claimed by the defense that the 
Standard Oil company did not actually know 
that 18 cents was the lawful rate to East St. 
Louis, applicable to these transactions; that 
its traffic manager, E. Bogardus, had applied 
to F. 8. Hollands, the rate clerk of the Alton, 
for a-rate on oil between the points in ques- 
tion, and in response to his inquiry had been 
given a paper naming a 6 cent rate on oil to 
Bast St. Louis, and had been told that the 
rate had been filed.’ This contention, based 
principally upon the testimony of Bogardus, 
was met by a series of facts and circum- 
stances tending strongly to disprove his claim 
that he had made the pretended inquiry and 
that he was misied by anything which took 
place between himself and Hollands. : 
elt appeared that Bogardus was an experi- 
enced railroad man. It was almost inconceiv- 
able that the Standard Oil company should 


lawful established rate, when in fact it is not. 
are liable under the statute because of a duty 
resting on them to inform themselves as to 
the existence of the elements essential to es- 
tablish a rate as required by law, is a ques- 
tion not Gecided because not arising on this 
record.’ ” 

It is contended that the effect of the con- 
struction of the statute announced by the 
Court of Appeals is to nullify the interstate 
commerce act so far as the shippers are 
concerned and to plunge the country again 
Into a deplorable condition of railroad fa- 
voritism. . 

Each Shipment an Offense? 

The next question taken up in the petition 
is that relating to the number of offenses, and 
the government contends that the Court of 
Appeals has laid down an ¢rroneous rule for 
determining this. 

The government attorneys take the position 
that each shipment is the basis of a distinct 
offense and that in this case each carload was 
a separate shipment. The Court of Appeals 
held that there is but one offense for each 
settlement for freight. 

On this point the petition continues: 

In connection with the construction of the 
statute as to the basis fen determining the 
number of offenses, we respectfully direct the 
attention of the court-egain to the decision 
of the Supreme court in the Armour Packing 
company case. Ou of the questions involved 
in that case was the construction of that por- 
tion of the statute pro vidi that every viola- 
tion of the statute sh prosecuted within 
the district in was committed, 
through which, sportation was - 
ducted. 1 e ee 

“ Sustaining the contention of the govern- 
ment in tha the Supreme court held 
that the act made it penal to procure the 
actual tratepertation by any of the means 
denounced ia the act, of goods at a less rate 
than that named in the tariffs; and that it 
was, ‘the purpose of the act to punish those 
who gave or received transportation, in the 
sense of actual carriage, at a concession from 
the published rate.“ 


“Grosscup Contradicts Himself.“ 


The government then indicates how Judge 
Grosscup in holding that there is but one 
offense for each settlement for freight, gave 
an opinion exactly contrary to the rule he 
had laid down in a previous case. The 
petition says upon this pbint: 

“And in this same connection we direct 
the attention of the court to the decision of 
his honor Judge Grosscup (then District 
Judge Grosscup), in the case of U. S. vs. 
Hanley, 71 Fed. Rep., 672, 675, in which, 
passing upon an indictment, under the orig- 
inal interstate commerce act, charging a de- 
parture from published schedules by giving 
rebates, in which a rebate on a number of 
shipments had been treated by the govern- 
ment as constituting one offense, it was said, 
construing the statute as to the proper basis 
for determining the number of offenses, that 
‘each shipment, as affected by the subse- 
quent rebate, might constitute an unlawful 
departure from the ®chedule rate.’ 


Reargument Landis’ Right. 

The government attorneys contend that 
the Court of Appeals has done a great in- 
justice to Trial Judge Landis in misstating 
what he did in connection with the impos!- 
tion of the fine on the Standard Oil company, 
saying in this matter: ‘ 

“Tt is said that the sentence was not im- 
posed on the basis of facts respecting the 
defendant before the court, but was im- 
posed because of other facts wholly outside 
of the record, and that the fine was imposed 


“If this court adheres to its view that 
the punishment inflicted amounted to an 
abuse of discretion, and the judgment 
must be reversed, still it is not neces- 
sary for that purpose alone to subject the 
parties to additional expense and further 
delay in the proceedings. This court may, 
in that case, itself name the fine which in its 
opinion is proper. 


Names Errors in Reversal. 


It is therefore respectfully submitted: 

That the opinion of this court is based 
upon a misconception of the record with 
reference to the rulings of the trial judge 
as to the admission of evidence tending to 
show want of knowledge, and with reference 
to his construction of the statute on that 
subject, and the theory on which the case 
was tried; that the evidence of Bogardus, 
which, it is claimed, showed want of know!l- 
edge, was admitted; that it was overcome. 
however, by the facts and circumstances of 
the case, and that the evidence as an entirety 
was sufficient to show actual knowledge, or 
what in law was its equivalent; 

“That the interpretation of the statute 
by this court, imposing no duty on the shipper 
and permitting a defense of ignorance to be 
made without regard to the negligence of the 
shipper, is contrary to the language of the 
statute and to its purpose, and seriously im- 
pairs the efficiency of the act; 

That the ruling stated in the opinion as 
to the basis for determining the number of 
offenses involves an erroneove construction 
of the statute and fails to take into consid- 
eration that the thing which is prohibited 
by the act is the transportation bf property 
at the unlawful rate; 

That the criticism of the trial judge for 
abuse of discretion rests upon a wrong as- 
sumption of what the trial judge actually 
did, and assumes that he attempted to try 
and punish the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, when in fact, as appears from 
the record, the entire proceedings were di- 
rected against the defendant, the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana; 

“That the ruling stated in the opinion 


to the effect that a fine is excessive when it 


excéeds in amount the ability of the de- 
fendant to pay is an innovation in criminal 
law, and, if generally applied, would prevent 
the practical enforcement of most crim- 
inal statutes; 

„That, in short, the opinion, as it stands, 
erroneously states material portions of the 
record; does injustice to the trial judge; 
leaves doubtful in a new trial the rule of 
law to be applied, both as to knowledge on 
the part of the shipper and as to the number 
of offenses; appears to be in conflict with the 
language of the Supreme court and with the 
previous language of the presiding judge of 
this court, and with the great weight of legal 
authority; and, if permitted to remain up- 
modified, will tend to encourage disobedience 
to law, to impede the enforcement of salu- 
tary statutes, and largely to defeat their 
purpose. 

„For the reasons stated we respectfully 
request that a reargument of this case be 
granted.

ance today since his enforced cessation of 
experiments as the result of the recent acci- 
dent to his machine. The demonstration this 
evening was made at Auvours. No attempt 
* made to accomplish anything in the 
nature of a long flight, but the evolutions 
were made with the pilot's accustomed con- 
summate skill. Mr. Wright made two flights. 


Twice Traces Figure Hight. 

In the firet flight the inventor kept the 
aeroplane unusually low-—from four to six 
yards from the ground, He traced a figure 
8, doubling the lower circle. The time was 
one minute and forty-six seconds. This 
seemed siower than on previous trials, The 
lateral stability of the machine seemed to 
be less. 

Mr. Wright made many mistakes with the 
levers. Once he seemed to be at an angle of 
sixty degrees with the ground. After his 
first flight he mounted the starting derrick, 
watched the wind gauge on top for some 
time, studying the wind, which seemed 
gusty and varying greatly in velocity, with 
intervals of calmness. 

At 6:22 o'clock another start was made 
and the machine described im two minutes 
and nine seconds a figure 8 with a large 
lower circle, keeping higher than before, but 
not exceeding eighteen yards. 

Mr. Wright said he never went go fast 
before. He thinks he made fifty miles an 
hour with the wind and that he averaged 
from thirty-six to thirty-nine, but he had 
no instruments to test his speed. Competent 
onlookers, however, judged that he never 
exceeded forty-five miles an hour and aver- 
aged thirty-five. 


Soldiers Keep Crowds Off. 

Mr. Wright's expectations that the distance 
to Auvours would deter spectators from going 
there to witness his trials of the aeroplane 
were not realized, but soldiers were posted 
to keep the crowds out of the way. One 
woman enthusiast eluded the vigilance of the 
soldiers, got behind the shed, and bored a 
peep hole with a gimlet in order to view the 
aeroplane and the quarters of the aeroplanist. 

Mr. Wright was warmly congratulated 
today by a French army officer who was 
present at the trials Mr. Wright made im the 
United States in 1905. The postal authorities 
today installed e telephone im the shed for 
the convenience of Mr. Wright and his asso- 


clates.

LONDON, Aug. 22, 3 a. m. -The Daily 
Mail says this morning it has discovered 
Izzet Pasha, former secretary of the sultan 
of Turkey, and father of Mehmed All Bey, 
ex-Turkish minister at Washington, refugee- 
ing in London. At the beginning of the re- 
cent reform movement Izzet Pasha fied from 
Constantinople and took refuge aboard the 
steamer Maria, which, despite the protest of 
the young Turk party to the British am- 
bassador, sailed for the Mediterranean with 
the sultan's former secretary as a passenger. 

In an interview printed in the Dally Mail 
Izzet Pasha gives the palace view of the 
revolution in Turkey. He claims that the 
commission sent to Salonika to investigate 
the mutiny of the Third army corps was 
composed of unreliable men, whose report 
confirming’ the disaffection in the corps he 
distrusted. 

He says the situation was such that delay 
was dangerous and therefore the council of 
ministers advised the sultan to grant a con- 
stitution in preference to risking civil war 
by sending troops to suppress the alleged 
mutiny. The sultan willingly agreed, as he 
always had, as likewise had Izzet Pasha, 
been in favor of a parliamentary govern- 
ment. 


AMERICA RULER OF PACIFIC? 


London Daily Telegraph Says Austra- 
lians Look Upon United States as 
Defense Against Asiatics. 


Telegraph in an editorial this morning, dilat- 
ing. on the vast changes in the politics of the 
Pacific portended by the magnificent recep- 
tion Australia has accorded, not to a British, 
but an American fleet, says:

University Professors Go Fast in Indi- 
ana Experiment to Determine Impact 
on Rails at Different Speeds. 


Warsaw, Ind. Aug. 21.—[S8pecial.]—All 
speed records of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago division of the Pennsylvania 
railroad were broken today. : 

A special train carrying Prof. F. E. Tur- 
neaure, dean of the engineering department 
of the University of Wisconein; Prof. C. E. 
Crandall of the railway engineering depart- 
ment of Cornell university; and F. M. Gra- 
ham, the Pennsylvania chemjst at Altoona, 
made a test run from Pierceton to Warsaw, 
a distance of nine miles.

FIRM BLAMED FOR TROUBLE. 


Kentuckian Says Rags He Worked 
with Were Unfumigated, 


Louisville, Ky., Aug. 21.—[ Special. }—Rich- 
ard Devine was 20 years old when he started 
to work for the Carroll-Rogers rug manu- 
factory, twelve years ago, He was known as 
the Pride of Bullitt street.“ At the boxing 
game he was the champion of his ward, and 
at most every other kind of athletic sport 
| he led. 

After twelve years of collecting old car- 
pets and working them into rugs for his 
firm, his physicians tell him he has con- 
sumption. He is broken in health to such 
an extent that he can no longer earn his 
livelihood, 


Carpets Were Not Fumigated. 

Devine declares that no antiseptic treat- 
ment was given to the carpets for the purpose 
of destroying the germs within them. 

The young man stated his case to law- 
yers, and they brought suit against the 
rug manufactory for $25,000 damages. The 
company is charged with the liability of 
Devine contracting tuberculosis while in 
their employ, through their negligence. It 
ig the first case of this nature ever brought 
in the local courts. 


‘ Forbears Lived Long Lives. 

Devine is of Irish descent and all of his 
forbears have lived to a ripe old age. He 
deposes that there is no taint of tuberculosis 
in the blood of the family and that he 
caught the disease from handling old dar- 
pets. He says he did not know the carpets 
contained germs or that it was unsafe or 
dangerous to his health to work with them. 

It is averred that the plaintiff can never 
recover from the disease he has contracted 
and that his life has been materially 
shortened.

It is announced semi-officially that Gor. 
Hughes is to be renominated. So much 
the better for the republican party in the 
state of New York and in many other 
states.

LEOPOLD’S GOOD BARGAIN. 
The transfer of the administration of 
the Congo Independent state from King 
Leopold to Belgium is near at band. 
That transfer will be the triumph of in- 
dignant public sentiment over the ob- 
stinacy of an avaricious and heartless 
king. A few men laboring in a righteous 
cause can do much. The vivid portrayal 
by a handful of energetic spirits of the 
atrocities perpetrated in the Congo moved 
the souls of humane people everywhere. 
The governments of great nations were 
forced to protest against the continuance 
t these iniquities and would have inter- 
ered if a change for the better had not 
been promised. | 

Under the new order of things the 
forced labor system which has been re- 
sponsible for so many deaths and the 
infliction of so much torture is to be abol- 
ished. That is the only matter about 
which the outside world concerns itself. 
Whether Belgium will make a bad bar- 
gain from a financial point of view by 
taking over the Congo country on King 
Leopold’s terms is a matter of interest 
to. Belgian taxpayers alone. The king 
certainly is making a good bargain. He 
went into the Congo as a philanthropist 
full of zeal for the welfare of tHe na- 
tives and he comes out a multimillionaire, 
leaving behind the bones of thousands of 
victims of his philanthropic régime, 

While he is to cease misgoverning the 
Congo, he is not to cease exploiting ite 
resources. He is to retain until death his 
interest In the valuable concession’ grant- 
ed to certain companies and is to get 
$10,000,000 as an “especial token of 
gratitude” for his services. No sancti- 
monious and keen witted Yankee could be 
a smarter hand at a bargain than the 
philanthropic Leopold. But the forced 
labor system with all its accompanying 
horrors is to go. That is what the civil- 
ized world has been demanding with 
growing determination for years 


ELECTRICITY ON THE FARM. 

Electricity may become one of the farm- 
er's most helpful servants. That is the 
suggestion gained from a recent consular 
report. The American consul at Hanover 
discusses the subject in connection with 
a repott of an address before the Prussian 
Agricultural society by a former minls- 
ter of agriculture of Germany. It has 
much interest not alone to the farmer 
but also to the owners of power plants 
atid the makers of electrical machinery. 

Electricity is increasingly available be- 
cause of the establishment in so many 
places of plants for lighting and power 
purposes. Where the former is the main 
consideration the machinery is vot used 
much during the day. Operators would 
gladly weleome a development that would 
open a market for the electricity easily 
generated in the time of present idleness 
of machinery: The current may be car- 
ried a long distance and, with good de- 
mand, should not be at prohibitive prices. 
Op large farms an individual plant might 
be economica!. 

The securing of the electricity being as- 
sumed. its uses about the farm may be 
many. There is a good deal af power 
machinery used by the farmer. There 
are fanning mills, corn shellers, and sim- 
ilar machines in the baron. There are 
' thrashing machines, clover hullers, and 
other larger machines used on occasion. 
There are devices for unloading hay. A 
good sized list might be made to show 


the various places where an electric 


motor might be employed to advantage. 
There are some difficulties connected 
with the management of electric plows, 
réapers, and other implements used in 
the fields. Electricity will not be utilized 
there so soon as «bout the barn and the 
house. But the experiments are hopeful

A FORESTRY OBJECT LESSON. 

The state forester of Massachusetts has 
begun active work in establishing forest 
reserves in. that ancient commonwealth. 
The plan of operations is so interesting 
as to deserve notice from the point of 
view of ah object lesson. In fact that is 
what is aimed at by the present activi- 
ties, : 
The selectmen of the 321 towns in 
the state have deen asked to indicate 
tracts of land for forestation experiment. 
These tracts are to be secured through 
the town itself, through local organiza- 
tions interested in the project, or through 
the cohperation of individual! owners. 
been 


designated. 

The state will reforest chem and look 
after them. For this work a small fund 
of $5,000 is available for the first year, 
with twice that amount annually there- 
after. So far as possible the experiments 
will be tried along main traveled roads 
where passers-by may see what is being 
done, | 

A plan like this is full of hope. For it 
means intelligent interest and codperation 
on the part of many individuals. The 
destruction of the forests has been going 
on for years at the hands of individuals 
and companies. Now that the warning 
note has been sounded loudly in recent 
months, there is just a suspicion here 
and there of the feeling of helplessness. 
Only the federal government, many think, 
can undertake the great task of refor- 
estation. 

The Massachusetts enterprise, however, 
suggests the possibilities in movements on 
a small scale. Towns, or, to use a west- 
erm term, townships, can help in the hec- 
essary work. Individuals and companies 
can do their part. The efforts now being 
put forth by the Pennsylvania company 
to grow ‘trees for its own future use in 
construction or in adornment of its prop- 
erty have received favorable comment on 
every side. The possibility of cojperative 
effort is illustrated by what the state of 
Wisconsin and the Northwestern railroad 
are doing. 

If the feeling becomes a widespread 
conviction that forestry work is essential 
to the welfare of the country the move 
ment for reforestation will be assured of 
success. If the individual citizen shows 
anxiety to have a part in the enterprise 
the desired end will certainly be attained. 
From such a viewpoint the Massacha- 
setts experiments have much more than 
local importance.

hill for his participation in the Jacobite re- 
beHion. By him Charlotte, countess of New- 
burgh, had a son, who became fourth earl, 
whose own son in „the fifth earl, died 
without issue, and the earldom thereupon re- 
verted to the grandson of Charlotte, coun- 
tess of Newburgh's daughter by her first mar- 
riage with Hugh Clifford of Chudleigh.

It was this. grandson, Vincent Roman, 
prince of Gtustinianl, who became sixth earl. 
He left no son, but a daughter, who, on his 
death, became countess of Newburgh in her 
own right, and who married a Roman pa- 
trician, the Marquis Bandini,who was author- 
ized by the then sovereign pope to assume 
and continue the title of Prince Giustiniani, 
which had belonged to his wife's father. 

The late and eighth earl of Newburgh was

But the great banqueting chamber, 60x40 feet 
large, and half as high as the entire build: 
ing, known as the “ pafnted hall,“ on account 
of its superb old frescoes, was completely 
wiped out of existence. 
The present owner of the estate and th¢ 
landlord of Capt. Frederick Guest is Alan 
Finch, a cadet of the house of which Lord 
Winchelsea is the chief, and a son of the 
Right Hon. George Henry Finch, who, un- 
til his death last year, was the father of the 
house of commons. Alan Finch, besides be: 
ing the owner of Buriley-on-the-hill, is also 
lord of the manor of Oakham, and by virtue 
of this dignity enjoys the ancient preroga: 
tive of claiming from every scion of royalty 
and from every peer of the realm, passi 
through Oakham, which is the capital of 
Rutlandshire, a horseshoe.

Mob Rule Good Sometimes. 

Chicago, Aug. 20.—- [Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—There ſe justly much condemnation of the 
Springfield riots. but such occasions are not 
without their compensation at times. It 
must be admitted that crimes against help- 
less women and young girls are Waren nu- 
merous. 

These crimes spring from the dedgnerate 
or from those who though physicallyistrong 
are yet lacking in intelligénce and self-con- 
trol. and therefore recognize no rights in the 
person or property of others, but seek to ac- 
quire the same wholly by brute force. Nei- 
ther of these classes knows any law but force 
or power superior to their own, and knows of 
no ceterrent to crime but fear. 

What influence, therefore. can there be !n 
one of their number being tried in a court of 
law and punished in one of our state prisons? 
They see neither the trial nor the punish- 
ment, but they do see the criminal! beck in 
time probably to his old haunts apparently 
none the worse for his offending.

Expert Advice for Those So Badly 
Bitten That They Cannot B 
Cured of the Habit, 


Iss ETHEL DBANE in her copious 
and well illustrated volume, BY- 
WAYS OF COLLECTING,” hag. 
endeavored to give rules for that 
form of play which is the diversion 

of the old, the vice of the innocent, the folly 
of the wise, the extravagance of the frugal, 
and the business of the indolent. 

It thrives best in the old world, because 
there, of course, are the better opportun!- 
ties, but there are thousands of Americans 
who follow the example of their transatlantic ~ 
brothers, and decorate their hours of leisure 
with the collecting of prints, etchings, old 
silver, cottage arnaments, embrokleries, 
laces, china, etc. 

Miss Deane in writing her book has had 
in mind the ideal conditions, which is to say, 
not opulence, but a modest superfiuity of 
weakh, wrenched—so at least, the possessor 
is pleased to think—from the necessary ex- 
penses of life; a definite object, to give zest 
to a search that else might be too casual, 
and the proximity of the articles to be col- 
lected, but the not obvious intrusion ofſthem. 
She perceives, one surmises, that collecting 
is like trout fishing. One must have, of course, 
treut in his stream—but not too many trout. 
They should be rare enough to make the 
landing of one bring glory to the angler. 
Moreover, to angle for trout or antiques and 
to land something that is not what it pur- 
ports is a humiliation which is not to be con- 
templated without shame, and Miss Deane 
has endeavored to instruct the readers ot her 
book how to fill their cabinets and decorate 
their walls with bona fide treasures. 

Let the collector essay English porcelain, 
Canton, Sévres, Dresden, Chelsea, Worces- 
ter, Lowestom, or any other specialty of the 
potter’s kilns; let him nose through the 
world still-hunting early line impressions, 
Valentine Green mezzotints or Greuge en- 
gravings; let him browse for genuine Chip- 
pendale chairs or Hepplewhite book clamps, 
red lacquered cabinets, or Sheraton low-boys; 
let him yield to the lure of fragile old crys- 
tal, and Miss Deane will prove his careful 
guide, telling him the signs and marks by 
which he may discern the spurious and con- 
firm the true. 

The illustrations are a great aid, of course, 
in helping the student to understand the 
full meaning of the text; and, indeed, they 
are so attractive that the most resistant 
Philistine is likely to succumb and leave the 
lucid paths of his utilitarian round for the 
devious and fascinating byways which the 
collector walks. One feels, however, that 
in this country, at least, such enthusiasms 
would be a distinct benefit. If more of our 
men would indulge themselves in this gentile 
species of folly instead of wearing them- 
selves out with excessive labor—their 
super industry being, aften, a mere form of 
gross and barbarous ambition—it would be 
better for them in particular and for the 
country in general. Really, if there were 
more collecting done and other innocuous 
forms of pley indulged in, we would not, per- 
haps, be treated to the appalling spectacle 
of a class of millionaires, enfeebled with 
nervous collapse at the age when their ripe- 
ness of experience and mellowness of judg- 
ment should. make them the ornaments in- 
stead of the burdens of society. For these 
and other reasons, Byways of Collecting 
is recommended alike to the connoisseur, 
the neophyte, and the outer barbarian. (Cas- 
sell & Co.). 


“SOME AFRICAN HIGHWAYS,” by. 
Miss Caroline Kirkland, found its first publi- 
cation in the columns of TH CurcaGco TRIB- 
UNE, and now, emended and extended, it 
appears from the press of Dana Estes & Co. 
Lieut. Gen. Baden-Powell has written a 
pleasant introduction in which he says pre- 
cisely the thing that the present reviewer 
had intended to say—namely: that the wom- 
an traveler, when she takes the trouble to 
record her impressions, makes her“ pages 
ripple with little touches both quaint and 
human which are the direct result of quick 
observation and which go to paint the char- 
acters of countries and people far more vivid- 
ly than the most erudite writings of the 
mere man who plods along baeing his re- 
marke largely on what he has already read 
or been told of the country spread before 
him.’’ 

Certainly Miss Kirkland’s vivacious r ecord 
of her journey along the eastern coast of the 
dark continent and into its interior is in no 
sense a revision of other writer's ideas. 
Originality is the book’s distinguishing fea- 
ture. and the author's experiences are record- 
eu with a facile style and ina mood of charm- 
ing urbanity. 

Miss Kirkland has the same delightful qual- 
ity that Richard Harding Davis possesses, 
of being quite willing and ready to both 
entertained and surprised by what may hap- 
pen upon a journey. This carries the reader 
along with the writer upon the excursion 
and gives an air of freshness and novelty 
which is the essence of travel. Moreover, the 
book has a delightful lack of er d 
ness, Miss Kirkland having let herself go,’ 
so to speak, in a manner which inevitably 
produces agreeable results. All really egg 2 
esting books of travels, autoblography, 
correspondence are produced by this seat 
or frankness, spontaneity, and upon the 
genial assumption that the reader is ready 
and eager to enter into sympathy with the 
relater. 

The limits of Miss Kirkland’s observation 
are not narrow. She is interested In all 
about her, ahd has no superciliousness of 
mind, but endeavors to look at all situations 
and individuals—the Uganda savage as well 
as the English governor general—with what 
may be termed the courteous and open mind. 
dne is interested, not affronted, by what, in 
the dark continent, Is essentially character- 
istic of it. A light play of humor adds to the 
attractiveness of the recital—a recital which 
leaves a substantial deposit of information 
when all is done. No reader can put down 
the book without having acquired a working, 
every day knowledge of the picturesque, yet 
in many ways peinful life, of the Engtish 
settlements of eastern and central Africa.

Mrs. Hovey devotes herself now and again 
to the pious task of collecting and publish- 
ing fragments of her husband's poetry.

This is the time of scholarly biographical 
studies. Studente of literature, history, and 
art have no excuse for not knowing the full 
import of great names in their respective 
fields of inquiry. “THE WORLDS EPOCH 
MAKERS,” a series as yet confined chiefly to 
leaders in religious thought, and edited by 
Oliphant Smeaton, is now enriched by a crit- 
ical study orf CARDINAL NEWMAN ” and 
His Influence on Religious Life and 
Thought.” The treatise is the work of Dr. 
Charles Sarolea of Edinburgh university, and 
is from a non-Catholic standpoint. 

Dr. Sarolea’s book is an acute analysis, 
which takes full cognizance of Newman's 
intellectual gifts and moral force, at the same 
time placing Newman in a long line of re- 
ligious thinkers that he may be the better 
understood. The author’s parallel study of 
Newman and Pascal is most suggestive. 
Most suggestive, too, is his review of modern 
religious movements, both within and with- 
out the church. This is therefore a valuable 
addition to the fast growing Newman bibli- 
ography. It is an evidence, too, of the care- 
ful work expended in this important series.

“The Call of the City is the title of a 
volume of graceful essays by Charles Mul- 
ford Robinson, soon to be published by Paul 
Elder & Co. So much has been written about 
“the call of the open that it is high time 
for some one to take up the cudgels for the 
disparaged town. Mr.Robinson, the author 
of “ Modern Civic Art and The Improve- 
ment of Towns and Cities,” is a recognized 
authority on civic improvement. 

Imagine a town which has no harbor, and 
yet possesses a harbormaster—which is 
without roads and is inhabited by Dutch 
‘who speak English as their native tongue;

And 80 they 
busied themselves, all but poor Brother Bar- 
naby, who, unlettered and untrained, had 
no way in which to show his adoration of the 
Virgin. He heard them tell of a poor worker, 
like himself, who could do nothing fine, but 
only repeat the Ave Maria, and out of whose 
mouth when he died there issued five roses, 
one for each letter of the word Marie 

Then the monks noticed that Barnaby fre- 
quented the chapel when all the others were 
away. When the prior heard of: Barnaby’s 
mysterious absences he went with two of 
the monks and peéped in through the chapel 
door. There he saw Brother Barnaby be- 
fore the altar ef the Blessed Virgin, head 
downwards, with his feet in the air, and 
he was juggling with six balls of copper and 
a dozen knives. In honor of the Holy Mother 
of God he was performing those feats which 
aforetime had won im most renown. 
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The monks thought it sacrilege until they 
saw the Blessed Virgin descend the altar 
steps and wipe away with her azure robe jhe 
sweat which was dropping from the jug- 
gler's forehead.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—A climax was reached in 
the hog market and packers and salesmen joined 
in an effort to clean up the accumulations of the 
last two weeks. Another left over supply of more 
than 9,000 hogs, combined with continued ar- 
rivals of common mixed stock, was instrumental 
in convineing traders that it was about time that 
a movement to place the market on a healthier 
basis was started, and in order to bring about the 
needed clean up salesmen accepted sharply ro- 
duced prices for all the common quality, light- 
weight hogs they could find an outlet for. These 
tactics enabled traders to reduce the stale supply 
of stock, but at the close there remained numerous 
lots for which sellers will have to accept still 
lower values, as packers positively refuse to con- 
sider them at the present level. Good hogs sold 
steady to Sc higher, but the revision in the price 
of the common hogs counted against the average 
price for the day, and it was held down to $6.57, 
againet $6.56 Thursday, Receipts of cattle were 
almost too small to make & market. Few buyers 
were in attendance, and there was no snap to the 
trade, although most of the native steers were 
disposed of at steady values. Packers received 
500 western and Texas cattie direct, and this 
enabled them to bear the market for the common 
native steers, and the moderate offerings of butcher 
stock, securing the latter mostly at a loc decline. 
Sheep trade was slow at prices generally un- 
changed from the previous day’s level. Freeh re- 
ceipts of lambs were much lighter, but there were 
10 loads of stock carried over from the previous 
Gay, and traders had a hard time maintaining 
values at a steady level.

Subcommittee of Senate Expects to Have 
Report Ready at Opening of N 
Congressional Session. ) 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.—[Special.)— 
The first step toward the fulfillment of the Ad- 
ministration’s promise that e revision of the 
tariff ls to be commenced at the forthcoming 
session of congress will be taken Monday 
when the subcommittee of the senate com- 
mittee on finance meets. The committee con- 
sists of Senator Burrows of Michigan as 
chaigman, Senators Hansbrough 
Dakota, Hopkins of Illinois, Platt of New 
York, Bailey of Texas, Money of Mississippi, 
and Taliaferro of Florida. Senator Burrow 
reached Washington today. 
The first work to be undertaken will be an 
inspection of the administrative features of 
tariſt laws and an investigation of schedules 
with a view to making certain changes in 
classification. 
Secretary of the Treasury George B. Cor- 
telyou has been asked to give the subcommit- 
tee information and it is expected he will be 
here to appear before it Monday. Nothing 
is known of his coming, however, at the treas- 
ury department and he may designate one of 
the assistant secretaries to present the m- 
formation sought by the committee. 
After meeting here the committee will go 
to New York, where it is proposed to question 
several of the customs officials. The work of 
the committee may not consume more than 
two weeks. Within that time it is thought 
that sufficient information can be gleaned and 
a report compiled to present to the senate.in 
the opening days of the coming session.

The primer contains several extracts from 
Mr. Brown's address before the Michigan 
Manufacturers’ association, in which he ar- 
gues that rates must be advanced if the roads 
are to continue paying present wages to their 
employés, while keeping up the necessary 
improvements on their properties. 


Thirteen Lessons Are Given. 

The pamphlet contains thirteen “ lessons,” 
each one representing a particular class of 
freight and showing by figures the cost, the 
freight rate, and the small increase in the 
price of a single article if the rate were ad- 
vanced 10 per cent. Lesson 1, for example, 
1 illustrated by a picture of twelve men in 
various walks of life. The lesson follows: 

“These men all live in the Mississippi val- 
ley. Their clothes were made in New Eng- 

land. They paid the railroads,8 cents apiece 
for transporting their clothes, including hats 
and shoes, from point of manufacture to the 
Mississippi valley. The combined freight 
charges on all the clothes worn by all the men 
in the picture, including shoes and hats, was 
less than 81. If freight rates were advanced 
10 per cent, the increased price to these men 
on their entire wearing apparel would be less 
than 1 cent each.” 

Similar lessons are given to show that the 
increase of 10 per cent in rates would mean 
@nly 17 cents on a harvester costing $130, 25 
cents on a stove costing $60, and less than. 06 
ef a cent on a pound of meat costing 25 cents. 


Chairman Knapp Is Quoted. 

A quotation from an article by Chairman 
Knapp of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, which is used as an argument for an 
increase of rates, states that the continued 
edvancement of this great people depends 
primarily on such an increase in transporta- 
tion facilities as will provide prompt and 
gafe movement everywhere, and that we 
shall rot secure unless the men who are 
relied upon to manage these great highways 
of commerce have fitting opportunity, and 
the capital which is required for their need- 
ful expansion is permitted to realize fairly 
Hberal returns. 

Lesson No. 13, which is the final plea for 
an advance in rates. says: 

A readjustment of freight rates, involving 
@ reasonable increase applied to such ar- 
ticles and commodities as can stand it, with- 
out any appreciable hardship either to manu- 
Yacturer, merchant, or consumer, means the 
difference between grinding economy ane a 
fair degree of prosperity. 

It means the difference between seated | 
Shops ard suspended improvements and the 
Fesumption of improvements with the 
blitz to resume the large purchases of ma- 
terial and equipment, giving full emplow 
ment to labor and furnishing improved 
transportation facilities, which, within a 
short time, the commerce of the country is 
going to demand more insistently than ever. 
To hundreds of thousands of workingmen 
it means the difference between steady, well 
paid employment and walk. the streets 
looking in vain for work.“ 


Increase of Coal Shipments. 
Pennsylvania railroad officials report a 


rapidly increasing coal traffic to the south- | 


west and southeast, especially on the line of 
the Norfolk and Western. The demand for 
coal in the last few days has assumed such 
proportions that tracers have been sent out 
for the coal cars, and in many cases cars not 
built especially for the coal traffic have been 
picked up and impressed into the service. 

The Pullman company recently sent checks

PRODS COMMERCE COMMISSION. 


Texas Railroad Body in Plea for Re- 
lief from High Rates Intimates 
That Game Is Political. 


Galveston, Tex., Aug. 21.—[Special.]—Re- 
sponding to inquiries made about the high 
freight to Texas from northern and eastern 
points, the Texks railroad commission.today 
scored the interstate commerce commission, 
intimating that the interstate commission 
is playing politics. The Texas commission 
gaye: 

We should disiike to think that this 
question could assume a political aspect, but 
it is a significant coincidence that freight 
rates have been increased to the southwest 
and the southeast, but to no other section of 
the union. Freight rates to Texas are 
higher than they have been for twenty 
years, and it seems to us that we of this 
section have been hewers of the wood and 
payers of extortionate freight rates long 
enough. 

The commission then refers to its protest 
to the interstate commission against the 
further increase of rates to Texas.
